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I. Jn Ahertifement lo AUronomers^ of the Advan- 
tages that may accrue from the ObferVation of the 
MoonV frequent Jppulfes to the Hyades^ during 
the Three next enfuing Years. 

OF all the Methods hitherto propofed for finding 
the Longitudei of Places for Geographical \]Iq^, 
none ^Qtms more adapted to the pur pofe^ than thac 
by cne Occuhations of the fixe Stars by the Moon ohkt'^cd in 
diftant Parts : For chofe Immerfions of the Stars which 
happen on the dark Semicircle of the Moon, and their E- 
meriions from the fame, are perfectly momencaneous, with- 
out that Ambiguity, to which the Obfer\^ations of the Eclip- 
fes of the Moon^nd thofe oi yufiter\ SateUites are fubfe<£l. 
Befides, wliilft the Moon is horned, and her weaker Ughc 
lefs daziing, an ordinary fhort Te'ti^fcope^ fuch as by Ex- 
perience is found CO be manageable on Ship board, fuffices 
to obfefve thofe Moments, even in the Occupations of ve- 
ry niinute Stars: On which account, this way feems to bid 
faireit for the defired Solution of the grand Problem of find- 
ing the Longitude ac ^ea. But imc^ ic would be needlefs 
CO enquire exadly what Longitude a Ship is in, when chat 
of the Port to which file is bound is ftill unknown, it were 
^o be wifiic rhat the Princes of the Eanh would caufe fuch 
Obfervaci uis to be made, in the Pores and nn che princi^ 
pal Head-Lands of their Dominions, each foi his own, as 
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might once for all fettle truly the Limits of the Land and 
Sea. This Work iiowever b^iog likelv to be left to the Care 
andCuriofity of piivare Perfons^ ic may not be amifs hereby 
to give notice of the prefenc Opportunity of performing 
it, in this our Northern Hemifphere^ by help of the £equenc 
AppuHes of the Moon to the more Southerly of the Hyada, 
man? of which fhe ecliples in each monthly Revolution^ 
and will continue fo to do^ during the Years 1718^ ll^^3 
and 1720^ 

Thefe Stars are bur Three or Four in all former Cata- 
logue?^ but the i^rUi^ of Mr Flfimfimd encreafes them co 
Sixteen • to them we have added TThree nrh,.rs fomewhac 
fmaller^ viz* c^ i, and n in the Figu.e of rhe flyada here- 
to annext. In ic the principal Scars are ma^kt with Baye/s 
Marks, and the rell: with the Letcers of the Italick alpha- 
bet j their Longitudes are tirted to the beginning of the 
Year 1718, and being truly laid down, may ferve to in- 
ftrud the curious Obferver, when and where to look for 
them^ when the Moon is among them. 

It appears by this Scheme thac the Dittance between a 
and « or faliUmm^ is about Nine Hours Modon of the 
Moon, in which time fuppofmg her to pafs from one to cba 
other, flie muft eclipfe y and e, and Four or Five of thofe 
about 9, and mufi appiy very clofe, wich her Southern 
Limb, to all thofe which have about Six Degrees South- 
Latitude I which wouid be a very enrertaining Sight for 
the Lovers of thefe Arts.. But if rhe Times of the Occul- 
tations of any One of thefe Stars, or even of any Two of 
them in the fame Night, be accuracelv obferved under di- 
ftant Meridians, the difference of thofe Meridians may be 
truly obtain'd thereby ; efpecially fmce the Moons Tarallax^ 
and all other parts of her Theory thereto required, are at 
prefent fufficiently ftated and known. 

For the fake of fuch as are willing to make ufe of this 
Method, we have added the Places of all the Hyade^ fitted to 
the prefent Time, and chiefly taken from the Britifn Cata- 
logue, which being faulty in the Stars we call k and/, we 
have here re^ified them.
